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Remarks 


During the week ending the 16th November, 1946, In British 
India and in the Indian States shown in this statement, 
the total number of deaths reoorded in 217 towns having 
a population of 30,000 and over was 9,680. The mid-year 
estimated population of these towns was 25,544,028 and the 
death rate was 19 ■ 7 per thousand of the population. Births in 
the same towns numbered 18,483 giving a birth rate of 37-0 
per thousand of the population. In British India alone 
the corresponding birth and death rates were 37 <5 and 19-7 
per thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) British India . — The following towns in British India 
returned a death rate of 60 or over per thousand of 
the population. 

Gaya (39 3) Pilibhit (54-4) and Benares (60-3). 

These high death rates in all those three towns were 
largely one due to deaths from fevers.

In 203 towns in British India, there wore 32 deaths 
from cholera, 20 deaths from smallpox: and 6 doa ha from 
plague. Of the deaths from oholera Muzaffarpur and Bhagal- 
poro reoorded 0 eaok; Cuttack 5 ;Caloutta 4 ; Arrah 3; South 
Suburban 2 ; Shahjahanpur, Bihar, BeiAiak,’ Howrah, 
Kamarhati, and Krisknagar, 1 each. Of the deaths from 
smallpox Calcutta, recorded 11; Satara 3; Guntur 2; and 
Bhagalpur Hyd rabad, Triohinoply and Ajmer 1 oaoh. Of the 
deaths from plague, Pandharpur recorded 4 ; and Poona 
and Bijapur one eaoh. 

(B) Indian States . — Amongst the Indian States shown in 
this statement, there was no town which had a high death 
rate of 60 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 14 towns of the Indian States there were 1 death 
from smallpox recorded in Kolar Gold Field and 4 deaths 
from plague of wkioh, Mysore City recorded 3 and Bangalore 
City 1. Cholera was absent.
